It fs a great bore to have a letter 
‘o ma'land not know how many stamps 
wil! be required for it. There are few 


ecple who have a postal scales. It 
is a great convenlence and {t 1s much 
cheaper to taake one than buy It. 
They are easily made, too. All that 
is necessary is a milk bottle or other 
wide moutled bottle, a plece of broom 
stick, a lead weight and a flat plece 


of tin. The broom sick is made ot 
convenient size to fit into the bottle 
and not go quite to the bottom. The 
structure is made as shown in the 
sketch, with the weight attached to 
the bottom of the stick. The bottle 
{e filled with water. With the stick 
fixed in the bottle as shown, a set of 
known weights are placed on the top 
and the graduations of the scale 
marked on the stick as the weights 
shove it down into the bottle. Care 
should be taken to see that the weight 
Is Just heavy enough to hold the stick 
about half way down the bottle, so 
that plenty of room is given for the 
weighing of the scales with the let- 
ters. If some of the water escapes 
by evaporation, more should be added 
to keep the stick at a uniform level.
